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Marriages, Births and Deaths. 3) 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,817, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-7 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter ‘of 1937. 

Of the total marriages, 3,657 (or 5-4 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (160) is equivalent to 3-0 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the quarter under review was 5-0, in England 
and Wales 5:2, and in Scotland 6:4. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,056, of which 7,179 
were of males and 6,877 of females. 

This number represents a rate of 19-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-8 above 
the rate for the first quarter of 1937. 

The total includes 452 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-2 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 

The birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 19-6, for England and Wales 
15°3, and for Scotland 18-1. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,442 ; of this number 5,865 were 
of males, and 5,577 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 15-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 5-1 below 
the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 

In Northern Ireland the death-rate was 16-0, in England and Wales, 13-6, and in Scotland, 
14-2. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, typhus, 
small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea and 
enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0:5 per 1,000, which 
is 0-1 below that for the first quarter of 1937. . 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the number of deaths from 
typhoid fever increased by 4, and from diphtheria by 10, In the case of each of measles 
and scarlet fever a fall of 13 is shown, and for whooping-cough of 82 deaths. 


* Infiuenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 217, which is 1,736 less than that for 
the first quarter of 1937. 





Tuberculous Disease.—The rate for deaths from all forms of this disease was 1-2 per 1,000, 
the rate for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-9, and all other forms 0:3; the respective rates 
for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1-4; 1-1; and 0-3. 


Cancer.— Deaths from cancer numbered 859, being equivalent to a rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of the 
population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1937 the number was 899, and the rate 1-2, 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 4-4 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-8 for puerperal sepsis, and 3-6 for other puerperal conditions, as 
compared with 4-7, 1-6 and 3-1 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births regis- 
tered) was 81, that for the March quarter of 1937 being 91, 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1938 the population was 2,924,000 
(1,500,000 males and. 1,424,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according to 
the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger movement 
(including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report of the 
Registrar-General. 


Migration.—During the first quarter of 1938, the number of Emigrants to places out of 
Europe and not within the Mediterranean Sea was 309, and the number of Immigrants from 
these places was 212. Including these figures the balance outward of the total passenger 
movement for the quarter was estimated to be 17,875,

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the March quarter, 1938, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 45-2° ; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point), 46-2°.; at Peamount Sanatorium, 44-1°; at Greenwich, 45:3°; and at 

Iidinburgh, 43°3°. 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 2:3; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-4; at Greenwich, 3:0; and at Edinburgh, 2-9. 

The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 4 0 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 8-3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5-5; at Greenwich, 3-4; and at Edinburgh 4:5. 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and 
Commerce (Meteorological Service) :— 


JANUARY. 


The weather of January was unsettled, wet and somewhat mild; gales occurred frequently 
from the 9th—3lIst. 

Mean temperature exceeded the average on the whole, the excess amounting to 1-6°F. at 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, and 2:2°F. at Foynes. The extremes for the month were 58°F. at 
Trinity College and Glasnevin, Dublin, and at Foynes on the 22nd and at Rathfarnham on 
the 25th and 22°F. at Markree Castle on the 4th. “48 

The excessive rainfall was general and considerable. Measurable rain fell on 30 days at 
Markree Castle, 29 days at Blacksod Point, and 28 days at Valentia Observatory. 

Sunshine was deficient on the whole, the deficiency being marked locally ; for example, at 
Malin Head the percentage of the average was only 51. Onthe other hand asmall excess was 
registered at Valentia Observatory. 

Gales occurred frequently ; they were reported on 13 days at Valentia Observatory, 12 
days at Blacksod Point, and 10 days at Markree Castle, Phoenix Park, Dublin, and Seskin, 
Carrick-on-Suir. <A gust of 83 m.p.h. was registered at Valentia on the 14th. 

A display of aurora was observed on the evening of the 25th. 


FEBRUARY. 


The weather of February was dry, with a variable distribution of sunshine. 

Mean temperature exceeded the average on the whole; the period 2nd—1l0th was mainly 
mild and mild conditions were renewed on the 25th and persisted until the end of the month, 
put it was cold at times between the 13th and 23rd... The extremes for the month were 60°F. at 
at Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 26th and 27th, and at Trinity College, Dublin, on the 28th, and 
24°F. at Markree Castle on the 15th. 

The deficiency of rainfall was almost general, more than the average being confined to a 
small area in the south-west. Less than half the average occurred in small areas around 
Galway, Dublin and Malin Head. The period 12th—23rd was very dry. Among the heavier 
falls in 24 hours were 1-43 in. at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir, on the 24th, and 1-04 in. at Valentia 
Observatory on the 25th. 

Sunshine aggregates were very variable ; the percentage of the average ranged from 71 at 
Malin Head and Phoenix Park (Dublin) to 109 at Valentia Observatory, and 112 at Mallaranny. 


MARCH. 


The weather of March was exceptionally mild, dry and rather dull. The extreme mildness 
was general, and, as far as can be ascertained at present, unprecedented for March; at 
numerous stations the deviation of the mean temperature from the average exceeded +5-0°F. 
and at Phoenix Park and Trinity College, Dublin, it was as much as +6:3°F. At Phoenix 
Park, Dublin, the mean temperature, 48-5°F. was the highest for March since before 1881, 
the previous highest being 45-5°F. in 1893. Some of the lowest minima were registered during 
the period 2nd—8th and on the 22nd, 23rd and 26th. The extremes for the month were 
64°F. at Waterford on the 29th, and 26°F. at Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 7th. 

The deficiency of rainfall was considerable, and almost general, an excess being confined 
*o small areas in Counties Mayo and Galway. Among the heavier daily falls of rain were 
2-0! in. at Tourmakeady and 0-96 in. at Blacksod Point, County Mayo, on the 15th, and 0-83 in. 
at Newtownforbes on the 19th. 

Sunshine was deficient generally; the percentages of the average ranged from 68 at Malin 
Head and 70 at Mallarany to 95 at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir,

MARRIA GES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ee 3,423, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-4 below that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1937. 


Of the total marriages, 3,172 (or 4- 7 per 1,000 “fi the estimated number of Catholies in the ” 


population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (251) is equivalent to 4-6 per 1,000 of the popnlation other than Catholic. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for ‘the quarter under review was 6-9, in England 
and Wales 10-0, and in Scotland 7:6. 


BIRTHS.

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid a 


typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 


diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—-represented an annual rate of 0-4: 


per 1,000, which is 0.1 below that for the second quarter of 1937. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year these diseases (with the ex- 
ception of measles which shows an increase of 7) all show a decrease, amounting to 6 in the 
case of typhoid fever, 4 in typhus fever, 9 in scarlet fever, 20 in whooping-cough, 18 in diph- 
theria, and 20 in the case of diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age.

The mean temperature for the June quarter, 1938, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 50:5°; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point), 52:1°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 50:2°; at Greenwich, 53:3°; at. 
Glasgow, 50:3°; and at Edinburgh, 50-1°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 5-3; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 6-0; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5-9; at Greenwich, 5:1 ; 
at Glasgow, 5-9; and at Edinburgh, 5-9. 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 5-3 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s 





Point), 7-3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5-6; at Greenwich, 1:9; at Glasgow, 10-0; and at— | 


Edinburgh, 7:2.

APRIL. 


The weather of April was rather mild, exceptionally dry and unusually sunny. Mean 
pressure was greatly in excess of the average. ’ 








Mean temperature somewhat exceeded the average. The extreme temperatures for the- ¥ 


month were 66°F. at Cork on the 6th and 24°F. at Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 18th and at 
Markree Castle on the 18th and 19th. 

The deficiency of rainfall was unprecedented for April; over Ireland as a whole the per- 
eentage of the average was 7; the previous driest Aprils in Ireland were those of 1875 and 
1921, with 43 and 45 per cent. respectively. In numerous small areas in the southern half of » 
the country no measurable rainfall was recorded throughout the month. 

The general and marked excess of sunshine was another striking feature of the weather of 
the month; at individual stations more than 160 per cent. of the average occurred. The 
total at Valentia Observatory, 262 hours, was greater than in any previous April in a record. 
back to 1880, while at Mallaranny, County Mayo, 129-6 hours were recorded from the 8th-18th 
inclusive or a daily mean of 11-8 hours for 11 consecutive days. 


MAY. 


In strong contrast to April the weather of May was wet and dull. 
Mean temperature was slightly below the average on the whole. The extremes for the 


month were 66°F. at Mallaranny on the 5th, at Glasnevin, Dublinon the 11th, at Birr Castle - | 


and Rathfarnham on the 12th and at Phoenix Park, Dublin, and Rathfarnham on the 2Ist, 
and 26°F. at Markree Castle, Phoenix Park, Dublin, Hazelhatch and Birr Castle on the 8th.. 

The general rainfall expressed as a percentage of the average for the period 1881-1915 was 
approximately 148. The excessive rainfall was general, less than the average being confined 
to Hacketstown Rectory, County Carlow; more than twice the average was registered at 


Galway. The first week was unusually dry ; no measurable rain was recorded in northern - 


districts during this period. 

Sunshine was deficient generally, the percentages of the average ranging from 76.at Ballina- 
curra to 89 at Markree Castle. The first week was, however, unusually sunny in many parts ; 
the mean daily sunshine for the week to the nearest tenth of an hour was 10-2 at Markree 
Castle, 9-6 at Birr Castle, 9-2 at Malin Head, and 9-0 at Mallaranny. ' 


JUNE. 


The weather of June was wet and mainly dull. Mean temperature was somewhat below 
the average on the whole ; the deviations from the average ranged from + 0-5°F. at Phoenix 
Park, Dublin, to — 1-8°F. at Waterford. The highest temperatures were registered as a rule 
on the 17th, 18th, 23rd and 24th and the extreme temperatures for the month were 74°F. 
at Newcastle, County Wicklow, on the 24th and '34°F. at Markree Castle on the 3rd. 

Rainfall was everywhere excessive, the percentages of the average for the period 1881-1915 
ranging from 106 at Ballinacurra to 191 at Ballynahinch Castle, County Galway. Among 
the heavier daily falls were 1:56 inches at Mallaranny on the 26th, 1-02:inches at Malin Head 
on is rs 0°99 inches at Blacksod Point on the 5th and 0-90 inches at Valentia Observatory

Except in the south-west, where an excess of 6 per cent. was registered’ at Valentia Ob- 


servatory, sunshine was deficient, the deficiency ranging from 29 per cent. at Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, to 9 per cent. at Ballinacurra.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,377, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6:0 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 0-3 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1937. 

Of the total marriages, 4,062 (or 6-0 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (315) is equivalent to 5-8 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the quarter under review was 8-1, in England 
and Wales 11-3, and in Scotland 9:5. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 14,715, of which 7,582 
were of males and 7,133 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 20-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-4 below 
the rate for the third quarter of 1937. 

The total includes 509 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-5 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 

The birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 20-3, for England and Wales 15:3, 
and for Scotland 17-0. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,618; of this number 4,456 were 
of males, and 4,162 of females. 

The equivalent anfiual rate was 11-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equal to 
the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 

In Northern Ireland the death rate was 11-8, in England and Wales, 9-9, and in Scotland, 
11-0. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,000, which is 0-1 below that for the third quarter of 1937. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these diseases 
(with the exception of diphtheria which shows an increase of 19 and in whooping-cough of 2) 
show a decrease, amounting to 1] in the case of typhoid fever, 8 in measles, 7 in scarlet fever, 
and 57 in the case of diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


Infiuenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 85, which is 28 less than that for 
the third quarter of 1937. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The rate for deaths from-all forms of this disease was 1-0 per 1,000, 
the rate for pulmonary tuberculosis being 0-8, and all other forms 0-2; the respective rates 
for the third quarter of the preceding year were 1-1; 0-9, and 0-2. 


Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 890, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1937 the number was 882, and the rate 1-2. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 3:0 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-6 for puerperal sepsis, and 2-4 for other puerperal conditions, 
‘as compared with 2-2, 0-3 and 1-9 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births regis- 
tered) was 55, that for the September quarter of 1937 being 57. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1938 the population was 2,937,000 
(1,505,000 males and 1,432,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according to 
the Census of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger movement 
(including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report of the 
Registrar-General. 


Migration.—During the third quarter of 1938, the number of Emigrants to places out of 
Europe and not within the Mediterranean Sea was 646, and the number of Immigrants from 
these places was 578. Including these figures the balance inward of the total passenger 
movement for the quarter was estimated to be 426.

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the September quarter, 1938, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 57-3° ; 
at Cork (Roche’s Point), 57-9°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 56-1°; at Greenwich, 61:8°; at 
Glasgow, 56-9°; and at Edinburgh, 56-8°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 3:3; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4:3; at Peamount Sanatorium, 3-3; at Greenwich, 4:5 ; 
at Glasgow, 4:1; and at Edinburgh, 4-0. 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 7-4 inches; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 11-7; at Peamount Sanatorium, 7-6; at Greenwich, 5-4; at Glasgow, 11:8; and at 
Edinburgh, 5-8. 


The following information has been furnished by the Department of Industry and Com- 
_ merce (Meteorological, Service) :— 


JULY. 
The weather of the month was dull, wet and cool. 

Mean temperature was everywhere below the average, the deficiency being as much as 
3-0°F. at Birr Castle and 3:3°F. at Waterford. In particular the first half of the month was 
cool; it was rather warm at times between the 18th and 25th and on the 30th. The extreme 
temperatures for the month were 75°F at Cork on the 18th and 19th and 40°F at Markree 
Castle on the 7th. 

The general rainfall was roughly 160 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-1915 ; 
the excess was almost general, a deficiency being confined to a few stations in County Mayo. 
More than twice the average occurred at Birr Castle, County Offaly. Heavy rain was regis- 
tered on the 7th and 29th; among the heaviest falls reported were 3-31 in. at Newcastle, 
3-14 in. at Greystones and 3-02 in. at Roundwood (all in County Wicklow) and 2-83 in. at 
Glenasmole Reservoir, County Dublin, on the 7th, and 4:37 in. at Garinish Island, County 
Cork, on the 29th. : 


The deficiency of sunshine was a marked feature of the weather of the month ; the percent- 


age of the average was only 52 at Phoenix Park, Dublin, 67 at Valentia Observatory and 
68 at Birr Castle. 


AUGUST. 


The weather of August was variable. Thunderstorms occurred during the first six days, and 
also on the 19th and 20th-; they were widespread on the 2nd, 3rd and 4th. ; 

Mean temperature slightly exceeded the average on the whole; a warm spell occurre 
from the lst—12th but subsequently the weather became cooler and the last few days were 
definitely cool. The extreme temperatures for the month were 78°F at Birr Castle and Foynes 
on the 3rd and 35°F at Markree Castle on the 31st. 

The general rainfall was below the average but the distribution was variable; an excess 
occurred at a number of places, chiefly in central and western districts, but the majority 
of the stations recorded a deficiency. Among the heavier falls of rain in 24 hours were 1-54 in. 
at Foynes on the 8th and 1-41 in. at Valentia Observatory on the 23rd. 

Sunshine exceeded the average on the whole in the north and was deficient in central and 


southern districts; the mean daily duration in hours ranged from 3-39 at Birr Castle to 
6-63 at- Malin Head. 


SEPTEMBER. 


~The weather of September was dull with a variable distribution of rainfall and mean tem- 
perature somewhat above the average. Gales were reported on the 22nd and 23rd; a gust. 
of 81 m.p.h. was registered at Valentia Observatory on the 22nd. 

The opening days were cool and a cool spell occurred around the 14th and 15th. Among 
warm days were the 8th, 12th and 13th. The extreme temperatures for the month were 
74°F at Hazelhatch on the 8th, at Markree Castle, Waterford and Ballinacurra on the 12th

The general rainfall was not very different from the average but the distribution was 
variable ; more than the average was received in the south and extreme west, while a deficiency 
was almost general elsewhere.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,317, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0:3 below that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1937.

The weather of October was unsettled, notably wet and rather mild, with frequent gales at 
exposed stations in the west. 

Mean temperature slightly exceeded the average, the deviations from the average ranging 
from —0-:2° F. at Roche’s Point to +1-:7° F. at Phoenix Park, Dublin. The extreme tempera- 
tures for the month were 69° F. at Trinity College, Dublin, on the 13th and 33° F. at Glasnevin, 
Dublin, on the 28th and at Waterford on the 26th and 29th, 

The excessive rainfall was general and pronounced; over large areas more than twice 
the average was received. Rainfall was not only excessive but occurred very frequently ; 
measureable rain was recorded on 30 days at Malin Head, and 29 days at Markree Castle 
and Blacksod Point. 

Sunshine was deficient generally ; the percentages of the average varied from 75 at Birr 
Castle to 103 at Phoenix Park; Dublin. . 


NOVEMBER. 


The weather of November was notably mild ; it was also unsettled, windy, wet and dull on 
the whole. 

The first nineteen days formed a period of exceptional mildness; subsequently the 
weather became colder and mean temperature for the week ending on the 26th was appre- 
ciably below the average. The extremes for the month were 65° F. at Rathfarnham and 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 5th and 28° F. at Glasnevin, Dublin, on the 20th and at Ballina-

The general rainfall expressed as a percentage of the average for the period 1881-1915 was - 


approximately 158; the excess was general except locally in Counties Dublin and Kildare 
and the percentages of the average ranged from 78 at Straffan House, County Kildare, to 
286 at Ballynahinch Castle, County Galway.

Sunshine was markedly deficient on the whole, but an excess occurred in County Dublin. 
The percentages of the average ranged from 57 at Valentia Observatory to 118 at Phoenix

DECEMBER. 


The weather of December was remarkable for a notably cold spell from the 18th to 25th. 
It was also markedly sunny, wicn a \ aiiable distribution of rainfall. © ~ 


Mean temperature was below the average, the deficiency amounting to more than 2° F. at 


several stations. ‘he first half of the month was mainly mild, but temperature fell on the 


17th and the period 18th to 25th was exceptionally cold ; the deviation from the average ~ 


mean temperature for the week ending the 24th was —14-1° F. at Birr Castle, and —13-3°F. 
at Waterford. The extremes for the month were 59°-F. at Dublin (Glasnevin and Trinity 
College) on the 4th and 12° F. at Markree Castle on the 20th. 

The general rainfall was about the average for the period 1881-1915 but the distribution was 
variable. Less than the average occurred in the western half of the country from county 
Mayo to County Cork and over a small atea in the eastern central districts ; elsewhere there 
was ‘an excess which was considerable locally in the south-east. The percentage of the average 
ranged from 65 at Roche’s Point, County Cork, to 171 at Hacketstown Rectory, County Carlow. 

The excessive sunshine was remarkable, particularly in the south-west ; at Valentia Obser- 
vatory the total ,76 hours, is the highest for December in a record which goes back to 1880,

YEARLY SUMMARY, 1938. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the year numbered 14,934, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0-1 above that for the year 1937. 

Of the total marriages, 14,030 (or 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (904) is equivalent to 4-2 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage rate for the year under review was 6-7, in England and 
Wales 8-8, and in Scotland 7°8. 


BIRTHS. 


The number, of births registered during the year amounted to 56,753, of which 29,018 
~were of males and 27,735 of females. 

This number represents a rate of 19-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-1 above 
the rate for the year 1937. 

The total includes 1,870 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-3 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. 

The birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the year was 20-0, for England and Wales 15-1, 
and for Scotland 17-7. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year was 40,066; of this number 20,671 were 
of males, and 19,395 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 13-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-7 below 
the rate tor the preceding year. 

In Northern Ireland the death-rate was 13-7, in Kngland and Wales 11-6, and in Scotland, 
12-6. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases——Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus fever, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0-4 
per 1,000, which is 0-1 below the rate for the year 1937. 

When compared with last year these diseases (with the exception of diphtheria, which 
shows an increase of 15) show decreases amounting to 19 in the case of typhoid fever, 
4 in typhus fever, 27 in measles, 48 in scarlet fever, 103 in whooping-cough, 2 in dysentery, and 
71 in the case of diarrhoea and enteritis (of children under 2 years of age). 


Infiuenza.— The number of deaths from influenza was 667, which is 2,105 less than that for 
thexyear..1937. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 3,150, com- 
prising 2,464 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 686 from other forms of tuberculous disease. 
The corresponding figures for the year 1937 were 3,639, 2,854 and 785 respectively. The 
rate for deaths from all forms of this disease was 1-0 per 1,000, the rate for pulmonary tuber- 
culosis being 0-8, and all other forms 0-2; the respective rates for last year being 1-2, 1-0; 
and 0-2. 


Cancer.— Deaths from cancer numbered 3,532, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the year 1937 the number was 3,708, and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.— Deaths from these causes are represented by a rate of 3-6 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-7 for puerperal sepsis, and 2-9 for other puerperal conditions, 
as compared with 3-6, 0-9 and 2-7 for last year. . 


Infant Mortality.—he rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births regis- 
tered) was 66, that for the year 1937 being 73. 


Migration. —During the year 1938, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea was 1,971, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
was 1,697. Including these figures the balance outward of the total passenger movement 
for the year was estimated to be 21,335.
